sugar and so much interest is dis 
played in this subject that we are 
MrMflng out the following state 
ment of the cause of the rise in 

the price of sugar." 

The caption of the foregoing is 
"Note To Editors." The signa- 
ture is "Domestic Sugar Produc 
,ers," \o East Forty-second street. 
New York. 

The statement is as follows: 
"Europe and America are now- 
engaged in a battle royal for 
-ugar. That is the primary cause 
of the high prices that now pre- 
vail. Cut off by the outbreak of 
the war from her supply of 
1.500.000 tons of sugar ordinarily 
sucured from Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, England turn- 
ed to the nearest available sugar 
market, which happened to be 
New York. Backed by cash, as- 
suming all the war risk involved 
in shipment and ready to pay 
whatever prices might be neces- 
sary to secure sugar. British buy- 
ers invaded the American market 
Within litt'e more t' an a week 
they purchased almost 100,000 
tons of raw and refined sugar, 
bidding up the market nearly 3 
cents a pound in the process of 
getting it.

Official! fo the United Ctates 
Department of Agriculture have 
been testing out the parcel post 
a- I means of marketing afgi and 
have found it highly satisfac- 
tory. The department has ship- 
ped 466 lots, consisting of 9.131 
eggs to various parts of the na- 
tion end upon arrival at desti- 
nation, only 327 eggs, or three 
and one half per cent, of the total 
were broken. Ten dozen eggs 
can be shipped in one container 
a distance of 150 miles at a cost 
of 4." cents per dozen. This in : 
eludes, the cost of transportation 
and container. 

Kentucky postal authorities ad- 
vise that the farmers and farmers' 
wives of th : s state are utilizing 
the parcel post extensively in sell- 
ing farm products direct to the 
consumers and excellent results 
have been obtained. 

Last winter when eggs were 
being sold by retailers at from 
50 to 65 cents to the consumer the 
farmers were only receiving 20 
and 25 cents per dozen for their 
product, giving the middleman 
from 30 to 40 cents on each 
dozen eggs he handled. The par 
ecl post system of marketing en- 
tirely eliminates the middleman'^ 
profit and divides the profit of 
the middleman among producer 
and consumer.

"CERRO GORDO 

When the' war with Mexico 

broke out, Gen. Williams, Capt. 
Williams, then, recruited a com- 
pany of lao men and took to 
Frankfort. Owsley was Govern- 
or at that time and Capt. Wil- 
liams learned that the regiments, 
he wished to join had their full 
quota of troops and his company 
could find no quarters among 
them. Capt. Williams at once 
wrote to the Secretary of War 
and while waiting for his orders 
he spent $1,700 buying uniforms 
for his men. The Secretary of 
War accepted his independent 
company of volunteers and order- 
ed them to join Gen.' Wool at 
San Antonio, Texas. Gen. Wool 
gladly accepted Capt. Wil'iams' 
company of gallant Kentuckians 
and they went to Monteroy and 
joined the forces of Gen. Taylor. 
Capt. John S. Wiliams nev**r lost 
an opportunity to drill his «:'en 
and so thoroughly were they 
drilled day and night by sunlight 
and moonlight that when Gen- 
Scott selected the flower of Gen 
Taylor's army, the regulars, as 
they were called, to distinguish 
them from the volunteers, who 
had not received a military edu- 
cation, that he saw the promise 
of Capt. Wiliams' company and 
took them also. Capt. Williams 
was with the left infantry in the 
battle of Vera Cruz but lost none 
of his men in the fierce bombard- 
ment of four days that ended in 
the capture of the strong castles 
of San Juan De Ulloa. 

The battle of Cerro Gordo took 
place April 18, 1847. Gen. Scott's 
armv was on the march 
for the acpitol of Mexico 
At the pass of Cerro Gordo that 
runs through the mountains, the 
enemy was strongly fortified on 
top of the mountain, a great 
stone wa'l reaching all around 
the fortifications. Capt. Williams 
and his son enlisted for a yev 
and the night before the battle of 
of Cerro Gordo Capt. Williams 
and his men had been ordere 1 
to accompany some provision 
trains back to Vera Cruz. Capt. 
Williams went to Gen. Scott and 
protested against this order: "I 
have drilled by day and by moon- 
light, I have subjected my boys 
to the strictest discipline and if I 
fail either to be killed myself or 
[to have some of my men killed 
they will never forgive me." 
"Very well," said Gen. Scott, 
you shall have the opportunity 
I you seek tomorrow morning." 

Morning came and found Capt. 
I Williams and his men reaay. 
Williams, with his company oi 
sixty, were under Gen. Pillow, 
who commanded the left wing. 
They began to ascend the 
I mountains in the direction of the 
fortress above the pass of Cerro 
Gordo. Wyne, Cooks' and Camp- 
bell's regiments of 2,000 were ex- 
pected to join Gen. Pillow and 
h : s men before the attack began. 
W hile these regiments were two 
I miles in the rear Gen. Pillow and 
Capt. Williams stood talking 
about the attack that was |00a To 
[begin when some Mexicans in 
I ambush tired at them and wound- 
led Gen. Pillow, killed Cant. Wil- 
liams' pack mules, but did not 
wound him as he stood a few feet 
from Gen. Pillow.

Said Gen. Williams: "Not in 
the records of the worfd's history 
is there a more wonderful man 
than Santa Anna. After being 
defeated at the battle of Beuna 
Vista, February 23, 1847, he con- 
ciliated the priesthood which was 
a very difficult task and gathered 
together 36,000 men at Cerro 
Gordo, by April 18, 1847, and had 
his army ready for an attack."
